THE OLD JUDGE SAYS . . . 


“ Our men in the service in this war have 
pretty definite ideas about what they’re 
fighting for and the way they want to find 
our country when they come b ack ...don’t 
you think so, Judge?” 

Just a week or so 
ago I was reading in a national magazine the 
results of a poll taken among our soldiers.
